Mr. Churchill was entertained 
at'dinner by the.1900 Club at the |

Lord Darling ‘proposed - the 
health of Mr, Churchill, : 

‘Mr. ‘Churchill, in reply, ‘spoke 
of: the danger of being involved 
too closely in the Socialist policy 
in ‘India. He. said he did ‘not 
make any accusation against the 
Socialist Party of. bad faith in 
their relations with the. Conger- 
vative Party, but he did say that 
it was much better that the tno 
parties should not have.any rela- 
tions at all. (Cheers). It was 
the duty of the . Conservative 
Party to put ‘some resisting force 
into the discussion of the Indian 
Problem. The. Conservativer 
would: do much better if they. 


‘ed ‘their.own point -of view. 
‘That . did not mean that they 
should cit themselves from any 
happy solution or peaceful agree- 
ment which might, be achieved 
by consultation with. all the 
parties and elements involved: in 
the Indian question. But, in his 
belief; the Conservatives would

j they were independent in. their |
